Noble has received information from 
the Cherokee Commission that *e Iowa 
tribe of Indians in the Indian Territory 
have consented to cede their land.! in 
that Territory to the United States. 
The number of acres is 228,000, and the 
price agreed upon U about twenty- 
eight cents per acre. There are some 
Iowa Indians living in Nebraska, and 
the question is now being coniidered 
by the Attorney General as to whether 
the consent of these Indians is neces- 
sary to a perfect title. There are some 
eighty-six Indians living on the reser- 
vation, all of whom have consented to 
this agreement The Indiana are to 
have eighty acres allotted to each head 
ot a family, and the Government agrees 
to spend 824,000 of the purchase money 
In improvements on the lands allotted 
to the Indians, and the balances, $60,- 
DOO, is to be paid to the Indiana in an- 
nual instalments.

Treasure* nil Board Ships. 


In 1768 a ship of w ur from Uio to Lis- 


bon had on lioard 9,000,000 crusades iu 
diamonds and about 100,000- "crowns 
turnois" in piasters, making in the « hole 
29,050,000 livres tournois. So much for 
a single ship. In 1774 two Spanish ships 
from Vera Cruz and Havana arrived 
with 22,000,000 crowns, besides mer- 
chandise valued at 27,000,000. Such ex- 
amples could be multiplied. 


Of the cargo of an English Indiamau 


in 1771, one item alone—a diamond in 
the rough—was valued at £100,000, "go- 
ing to be manufactured in England on 
account of one of the Asiatic nabobs;" 
and on the private freight of this vessel 
the policies of insurance were opened at 
Lloyd's at a high premium, so costly 
were her contents and so doubtful her 
safe arrival. As a costly shipwreck La 
Lutine deserves notice. 
She was of 


thirty-two guns, commanded by Capt. 
Skynner, and went ashoro on the bank 
of the Fly Island passage, on the night 
of Oct. 9,1799. At first she was reputed 
to have had £600,000 in specie on board. 
This was afterwards contradicted by a 
statement that the whole amounted to 
about £140,000.—Sydney Herald,
